will be interested to learn of the 
death of Gen. Lane, as told by the 
National Tribune. N. A. Price of Tun 
nel Hill was one of the Coshocton 
boys who served under the General. 
The Tribune says: 


Brig-Gen. John Q. Lane died Jlyu 


13, at the home of his son-inlaw In 
Atlantic City, N. J. Gen. Lane went 
out in 1862 in command of the 97th 
Ohio and commanded It throughout 
its service, being mustered out with 
withe the regiment. After participat- 
ing In the battles of Perryvllle, Stone 
River and others of the army of the 
Cumberland, it drove but 
the rebel 


sharpshooters from Chattanooga and 
entered that place three horus before 
the main army. For this Gen Rose, 
crans gave the regiment and brigade 
the honor of garrisoning the post and 
thus it was not in Chickamauga. It 
ost fearfully in the assault on Mis- 
sion Ridge, and June 22, 1864, the 
regimetn being then o nthe picket line 
was ordered to drive in the rebel out- 
posts. Th is was the severest experi- 
ence the regiment had for out of 153 
men who went forward 112 were killed 
or wounded inside of 30 minutes.
